I  was   entirely  unprepared   by  the  photographs   for   its  great  sise, 
and  was  equally  unprepared  to  find   that   one  of  my  suggestions,   the  one  which 
related  to  the  back  of  the 'head,  was,   of  course,  without    foundation.     The  pho- 
tographs which  I   saw  are  at  my  house  in  the   south,   but  I   can   only  say  that  from 
them  I    supposed  the  work  to   be  a   complete  bust.      I  gathered    from  them  not  the 
•lightest    idea  of  its  actual    form,     and  can  give  you  only  this  as  an   excuse   for 
what  I  wrote.     After  a  more  careful   inspection  of  the  work,    I    still  think  my 
oriticisa  as  to  the  lower  lip  is  well    founded,  but   I   confess  to  you  that   I  have

no  desire  to  press   it,  and   indeed  woul  1    fear  to  have   the   slightest  touch  put  to 
the  work  as  you  have  already  made   it.

Dear  Mr.  Bartsch: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  December  1st,  I  am  enclosing  facsimiles  of  correspon- 
dence we  have  concerning  the  Society's  acquisition  of  Borglum's  Lincoln  head. 

Mr.  Joseph  Harris,  the  donor,  obtained  the  bronze,  from  or  through,  Spaulding- 
Gorham,  Inc. .    The  head  was  cast  by  the  Gorham  Co.  founders  and  is  signed  on 
the  lower  left  shoulder  side  —GORHAM  Co.  /  FOUNDERS.    The  Spaulding  part 
of  the  firm  is  still  in  existence  in  Chicago  as  Spaulding  Jewelers.    Gorham  is  in 
business  in  New  York  city,  but  I  do  not  know  their  present  address. 

As  the  correspondence  shows,  Spaulding-Gorham  in  a  search  of  its  records  in 
1933  was  not  able  to  shed  much  light  on  the  history  of  the  casting  of  the  head;  nor 
did  Mrs.  Borglum  provide  any  information  in  her  letter  of  1942.    I  personally 
assume  that,   since  artists  too  must  eat,  Borglum  had  the  bronzes  cast  because 
1909  was  the  centennial  year  of  Lincoln's  birth  assuring  a  ready  market  for  the 
castings. 

As  to  using  a  reproduction  of  the  head  for  your  new  museum,  I  imagine  that 
you  would  have  to  make  direct  request  of  the  executor  of  Borglum's  estate  (if 
there  is  such)  or  of  the  owners  of  the  original  marble.     (See  letter  from  Archi- 
tect of  the  Capitol. )

My  dear  Mr.  Jahn:-  * 

In  looklmg  over  my  husband's  papers,  I  find  a  letter 
from  you  dated  June  1,1953.  There  is  no  Indication  that  it  was  ever 
answered.  The  information  you  asked  for  at  that  time,  regarding  the 
bronze  replica  of  G-utzon  Borglum'  s  marble  head  of  Lincoln  in  the  rotunda 
of  the  Capitol  Building,  Washington,  D.C.,  might  be  of  interest  even  at 
this  date,  should  you  not  have  it. 

Mr.  Borglum  always  said  that  colossal  marble  head  wasjthe 
first  step  towards  his  mountain  carving.   Ke  had  long  felt  that  ordinary 
sized  statues  were  not  commensurate  with  the  bigness  of  the  men  we  specially 
honor,  like  Lincoln,  or  with  the  bigness  of  the  times  we  live  in.   He  had 
a  large  square  block  of  marble  in  his  New  York  Studio,  which  had  stood  there 
for  some  time  and,  after  having  read  all  he  could  lay  hands  on  about 
Abraham  Lincoln,  studied  all  the  portraits,  and  thought  and  dreamed  about 
him,  he  started  carving  the  head  in  the  marble,  without  making  any  prelimina- 
ry model.  He  used  to  tell  an  amusing  story  in  connection  with  the  carving. 
An  old  negro  woman  used  to  come  in  daily  to  clean  the  studio.  For  a  long 
time  that  block  of  marble  had  been  in  her  way,  dust  gathered  around  it  and 
she  couldn't  move  it.  She  paid  no  attention  to  the  work  going  on  until  the 
bust  was  nearly  done.  Then,  one  day,  her  eyes  traveled  up  from  the  floor 
where  she  had  been  sweeping,  and  she  gasped  with  astonishment:  "How'd  Mista 
Borglum  know  Abe  Lincoln  was  in  that  stone?",  she  said. 

After  the  head  was  finished  Mr.  Borglum  asked  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt  if  he  would  like  to  have  it  In  the  White  House  during 
Lincoln's  birthday.  Mr.  Roosevelt  said  he  would  be  delighted  and  it  was 
placed  there.   After  it  had  been  returned  to  New  York,  Mr.  Roosevelt 
wrote  that  he  missed  it  and  couldn't  something  be  done  to  have  it  returned. 
A  hint  was  given  to  Eugene  Meyer  Jr. ,  the  present  owner  of  the  Washington 
Post  and  he  purchased  and  gave  it  to  Congress,  the  Act  accepting  it,  stating 
that  it  be  placed  in  the  rotunda. 

Some  time  later,  Mrs.  Helen  Plane,  President  of  the  Daughters 
of  the  Confederacy,  saw  it  and  thought  she  would  like  to  have  the  same  man 
who  carved  that  marble  bust,  make  a  likeness  of  Lee  on  Stone  Mountain.  That 
led  to  the  Stone  Mountain  Memorial  and  that  to  the  carving  of  Mount  Rushmore 
in  the  Black  Hills  of  South  Dakota.

Since  both  Dr.  Hdfarttgr  and  I  were  confused   cy  nr.  Lincoln  oorglum's 
letter  of  April  13  to  Dr.  hci-iurtrj,   from  which  letter  we  gathered 
■Mr.  Borglum  thought  a  definite  order  had  been  placed  for  the  Lincoln 
head,   1  called  Mr«   borglum  at  beeville,   Texas,   today,  with 
Dr.  fcici-iurtry  participating  in  the  call. 

1  explained   to  Mr.   Borglum  that  we  did  not  y«t  have  authority  from 
our  Committee  to  order  the  head  and  that  we  needed  some  points 
clarified  before  submitting  the  matter  to  the  Committee,     hr.  borglum 
explained  that  the  only  reason  he  sent  the  letter  with   the  invoice  was 
that  he  understood  from  Dr.  ^ciiurtry  that  we  wanted   to  know  the  amount 
of  his  fee.       >ir.   Borglum  stated  that  we  were  not  bound  in  any  way, 
excepting  that,  as  stated  in  his  letter,  we  should  not  use  the  head, 
if  purchased,   to  make  other  copies.     I  promised  to  place  a  stipulation 
to  that  effect  in  the  formal  order  if  we  decided  to  ourcaase  the  head.

This  is  quite  obvious  because 
the  model  was  prepared  for  the  Mount  Rushmore  sculpture. 

I  also  recall  that  the  profile  looked  just  as  distinguished  as 
the  head-on  view. 

I  have  written  to  Mr.    Tom  Weil  of  Weil  Importers  in  New

Robert  Lincoln,  the  son  of  the 
President,  saw  the  bust  shortly

On  the  100th  anniversary  of 
Lincoln's  birth,  the  bust  was 
shown  in  the  White  House.
